Bid on Parkview 
Estates drainage 
“rejected by board 


The Nameoki Township Town 
Board of Auditors Saturday 
morning rejected the only bid it 
received on construction of a 
surface swail-type drainage 
system for the Parkview 
Estates area 

The bid, opened publicly 
Saturday morning, was from C. 
D. Peters Construction Co. of 
Granite City for $95,675, nearly 
140 per cent over the engineers’ 
estimate of $40,000 for the work. 

‘The planned drainage system 
would drain from the in- 
tersection of Snowbird and 
Stratford lanes east along the 
road to the Alton & Southern 
Railroad tracks. 

Culverts are to be enlarged by 
the railroad to allow the water 
to run east under the tracks and 
through what proponents of the 
plan say is a natural watershed 
through farm land. 

Owners of the farm land 
contend the township wotild-be 
illegally flooding ‘their. farm 
land and have obtained a court 
injunction to halt the enlarging 
of the culverts under the 
railroad tracks, pending a 
hearing on a permanent in- 
junction. 

The proposed drainage 
system, \ designed by the 
Sheppard, Morgan & Schwaab 
consulting and engineering firm 
of Granite City, also includes an 
alternate for a north-south 
surface .swail to drain un- 
developed land which is subject 
to flooding. The owner of that 
land already has agreed to 


participate in funding the north- 
south. line. 

The town auditors authorized 
Town Clerk Douglas Teetor to 
advertise for new bids and 
Township Supervisor Louis 
Whitsell said he would talk to 
the engineers and Carl Peters of 
the C. D. Peters firm and at- 
tempt to learn why the bid was 
so far above the estimate of the 
engineers. 

The town board also was told 
a drainage line for Harrison 
Avenue is about two-thirds 
complete, but that Nameoki 
Township Highway Supervisor 
Albert Bell needs to lower one 
pipe under the roadway to 
assure proper drainage. 

Bell agreed to cooperate, 
despite being informed that 
workers already have cemented 


*the township’s pipe in place and 


the concrete will have to be 
broken and replaced if the line 
is to be lowered. 

Auditor Norman Hessler 
reported attempts to contact 
land owners of properites in the 
Dobrey Slough area have been 
difficult, as many landowners 
do not live there. 

The township has agreed to 
try and improve drainage from 
a portion of the slough area to a 
new state-owned drainage line, 
if permission can be obtained 
frdm the owners.

Bradley Briggs opposes 
campaign ‘childishness' 


Bradley “Mike” Briggs, 3905 
Park Lane, one of-three District 
26 candidates for the Madison 
County Board Nov. 5, this week 
spoke out ‘against ‘‘silly 
childishness’? in campaign 
statements. 

Whether incumbent Board 
Member Louis Whitsell 
authorized public funds to be 
used to produce mock

spring was an issue raised at a 
Nameoki Town Board meeting 
by-Mrs. Shirley Gaudette, an 
active campaigner for Mrs 
Helen Hawkins, another 
District 26 candidate.

Subdivision, northwest’ of 
Maryville School, indicating 
three types of drainage systems 
could correct the problems of 
standing water and sewage on 
several lots. 

‘The engineers said a grass 
swail system with landscaping 
could be completed at minimal 
cost by the highway depart- 
ment. A concrete surface swail 
would cost about $750 and an 
underground system would cost 
about $2,000, again if either was 
completed by township highway 
department labor. 

Bell has in the past declined to

Pictures on all highway 
signs in state by Jan. 1

Illinois — motorists —_ap- 
proaching a school crossing 
area are so warned by a pic- 
tograph depicting a book- 
carrying male and female 
student crossing a street. 

Another merely shows the 
silhouetted couple against a 
yellow background and denotes 
school zone. 

These pictographs — more 
commonly known as symbol 
signs _— are emerging 
throughout the state in com- 
pliance with regulations set by 
the Federal Highway 
Administration. 

According to the statutes, 
standard street and highway 
signs must be converted over to 
the symbol signs by Jan. 1, 1975. 

There are four categories of 
signage, characterized by the 
use of a realistic drawing of the 
situation. They include: 
regulatory, warning, guide and 
school. 

“In the categories of warning 
and regulatory signs, we are in 
about 90 per cent compliance, 
while school signs are nearly 
100 per cent,”’ explains Bob 
Jones of the Department of 
Transportation's Division of 
Highways. 

“We have put special em- 
phasis on getting the more 
important ones up first.’” 

Jones said the school signs 
were the first erected, and an 
attempt was made to get them 
all up before the start of this 
school year 

Heretofore, the polity for 
putting up the new symboi signs 
was to install them only when 
the old ones needed 
replacement. Instead, they are 
now going up when the money is 
available to purchase them 

“The problem is getting 
adequate funds,’ said Jones. 
“We would like to be in com- 
plete compliance by the first of 
the year, but that depends on 
the amount of commodity funds 
and manpower available.” 

Sign installation is being done 
by district traffic forces who 
also have other seasonal duties. 
For example, one of their prime 
concerns this time of year is 
striping the highways. 

Jones points out that the

DOT's responsibility in symbol 
sign installation is limited to 
state highways. City and county 
roads fall within the realm of 
local agencies. 

“I would estimate that these 
agencies are in about 70 per 
cent compliance,” he said. 

“‘We are encouraging them to 
make use of federal monies 
available through the Highway 
Safety Fund, which cannot be 
used for state signage.” 

‘The DOT purchases the bulk 
of its signs from the Pontiac 
Correctional Center. Old signs, 
if usable, are salvaged and 
refurbished. 

The symbol system, which 
will be employed nationwide, is 
now being used in Europe, 
where it helps hurdle the 
numerous language barriers 
that exist from country to 
country 

Closer to home, Mexico is also 
a highway symbol-user.

cerning his research at a 
seminar last week in 
Washington, D.C. The seminar 
is one of a series being spon- 
sored by the National Institute 
of Dental Research of’ the 
National Institute of Health. 

Bahn has had a continuing 
research contact with NIDR 
since 1971. He said the objective 
is the development of a vaccine 
for prevention of dental decay. 

According to Bahn, the most 
exciting result of the research 
to date is the fact that he also is 
finding an antibody which 
apparently will inhibit the 
enzymatic activities of caries- 
inducing bacteria. The enzymes 
involved are those important in 
dental plaque formation. 

Bahn’s research began on 
rats at the Naval Dental 
Research Institute at the Great 
Lakes Training Base in 
Chicago. His co-investigators 
have been Dr. I. L. Schklair, a 
senior scientist at the Naval 
Dental Research Institute, and 
Dr. James Hayashi, professor 
of biochemistry at the Rush 
Medica] Center in Chicago. 

Each experiment on rats took 
100 days to complete, and the 
experiments were continued 
over a three-year period. Two 
experiments have been com- 
pleted with monkeys, using 
animals at the Abbott 
Laboratories in Chicago. The 
research and feasibility studies 
are producing encouraging 
results, Bahn said. 

“If we succeed in reducing 
caries in monkeys by im- 
munization, it may then be 
possible to try this in a select 
experimental human 
population,” he concluded.

‘We are ‘also ad- 
ding more salesmen every’, 
day,” he commented.

The second state millionaire 
selection is planned Nov. 13. 

He emphatically denied there 
are any political influences in 
the’ sale of tickets, the deter- 
mining of winners or the hiring 
of nel. ‘Xt is a rhodel 
state” lottery,” he told the 
Optimist members. 

“If political plums get into the 
lottery, it would ruin it. The 
lottery was formed rapidly, but 
with professional people. 

“We are the only professional 
sales operation of any state 
lottery that is not politically 
motivated, to the best of my 
knowledge, and Iam very proud 
of that,” the speaker said. 

Tiernan explained he has 23 
years experience in sales and 
advertising, and his district's 
three salesmen have degrees in 
marketing or the equivalent of 
five to 10 years of marketing 
experience 

“Even .our  storekeepers 
selling tickets must have 
background experience in 
accounting, the keeping of logs 
and records, and other im- 
portant qualifications,” he said. 

The two secretaries for the 


district have passed civil ser- 
vice examinations and have 
lengthy business backgrounds. 

“They are well qualified,” he 
said and added, “Within the 
lottery, there are no political 
affiliations I know of. You've 
got to be qualified.” 

Tiernan explained the basic 
workings of the lottery, saying 
that each week his office 
receives 600,000 lottery tickets 
at “ticket central” in East St. 
Louis. 

The tickets are kept in a vault 
until they are distributed to 
network banks, which he said 
are Called ‘‘papa banks.” 

nohg the six network-‘Hanks in 
the region is First Granite City 
National Bank: . ef . 

“The network banks then send 
the tickets to participating 
banks, where authorized sales 
agents pick them up for”sale: 

Ticket, sales atart, every 
Tuesday and conclude at noon 
the following Tuesday. All 
unsold ‘tickets and all money 
collected must be returned to 
the banks by noon Tuesday, 
when the network banks pick up 
the unsold tickets and money. 

All must be returned to ticket 
céntral by noon Wednesday and 
are forwarded to Springfield at 
that time. . 

“Due to postal regulations, 
we do not use the mails for 
anything: We do it as'in horse- 
and-buggy days. 

“We emen have to send 
promotional ‘material: to our 
salesmen by ¢ars,’’ the speaker 
noted. 

United States. postal 
regulations prohibit’ mailing 
of any materials which 
promote or advance forms of 
gambling, including state 
“lotteries. For that reason, this 
article will be ‘replaced by 
other news material in the 
copies of today’s issue sent to 
mail subscribers, 

A similar replacement 
procedure is followed each 
‘Thursday with the front page 
listing of that day’s winning 
lottery numbers. The lottery 
information appears only in 
those copies destined for 
direct sale, rather than for- 
warding through the mail. 

Drawings are held each 
Thursday morning at differing 
areas of the state and this 
week’s drawing is to be in 
Fairview Heights at the grand 
opening of the St. Clair Square 
shopping center. 

Tiernan said about 10,000 
persons are expected to be 
present, including state lottery 
officials and possibly Gov. Dan 
Walker.

Winners of $20 prizes may 
collect the money at the location 
where they purchased their 
tickets. 

Winners of more than $20 
must file a claim at the area 
office at 1269 N. 89th St., East 
St. Louis.

Since then, ticket sales have 
increased about 12 per cent, ‘‘so 
we still are about 10yper cent 
behind the first drawing. But 
sales are increasing,” Tiernan 
related. 

He explained that 50 per cent 
of the money spent on a 50-cent 
lottery ticket is used for prizes 
and selling fees. 

Another 45 per cent goes 
directly into the general 
revenue fund of the state and 
five per cent pays the salaries 
and expenses of the lottery 
personnel 

The five per cent commission 
that selling businesses receive 
and the one-half of one per cent 
the banks receive are deducted 
from the 50 per cent prize 
portion. 

In effect, 44.5 cents of each $1 
spent on lottery tickets is 
awarded to winners. 

Illinois lottery tickets have 
five two-digit numbers and two 
sets of two three-digit numbers. 
Each set is a different game. 

Persons matching three of the 
two-digit numbers with the 
numbers announced each 
Thursday win $20 and those 
matching four of the two-digit 
numbers win $100. 

Persons matching all five of 
the two-digit numbers win 
$5,000. The game using the two- 
digit numbers is the Weekly 
Lotto. 

Also“ drawn each Thursday 
are three three-digit numbers 
which are used for both the 
Bonanza and _ Millionaire 


games. 

On the tickets purchased are 
two three-digit numbers in light 
green boxes for the Bonanza 
game. If the numbers match 
two of the three three-digit 
numbers drawn, the ticket 
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holder qualifies for the weekly 
Bonanza drawing the next 
week. i 

Bonanza qualifiers may, if 
they wish, ride free in a special 
state ‘‘showmobile”’ to the site 
of the next week’s drawing. If 
they do not wish to go, the state 
will represent them. 

At the Bonanza drawing, they 
may win prizes of $300,000, 
$50,000, $10,000 or a guaranteed 
minimum of $1,000. 

Qualifiers enter the Bonanza 
drawing by taking the winning 
tickets to the area claim center. 

Anyone qualifying may wait 
up to 52 weeks after winning 
before taking his or her ticket to 
the claim. center and will be 
entered in the Bonanza drawing 
following the date on which the 
qualifying ticket is submitted to 
the claim center. 

All winning tickets are good 
for-one year after the drawing 
for which they were first pur- 
chased. 

The third game is the 
Millionaire game, in which the 
two three-digit numbers in 
orange boxes a the bottom right 
of the ticket must match two of 
the three three-digit numbers 
drawn in order to qualify. 

Millionaire qualifiers also will 
be transported, if they wish, to 
the next drawing, where they 
may win $1 million, $100,000, 
$10,000 or a guaranteed 
minimum of $1,500. Millionaire 
drawings are held each time 
another 30 million tickets have’ 
been sold. 

Millionaire game qualifiers 
may take their tickets to the 
claim center any time within 52 
weeks of the initial drawing and 
will be entered in the next 
Millionaire drawing. 

Tiernan said the state is 
planning a special Super Bowl 
drawing, in addition to the 
regular drawings. It will give 
ticket purchasers an extra prize 
which they. may win. 

He said during the Nov. 7, 14 
and 21 drawings and the Dec. 5 
drawing, qualifiers will be 
selected for a special extra 
drawing in December. 

Twenty-five tickets will 
become winners and each 
winning ticket will qualify one 
couple to attend a special state- 
sponsored trip to the 1975 Super 
Bow] football game. 

Included will be 50-yard-line 
seats, all expenses paid, in- 
cluding a hotel room and meals 
and $100 spending money for 
each couple. 

They also will meet and dine 
with players from the game.

Utility service = 
21-day discount 


A revised order issued by the 
Illinois Commerce Commission 
will make it easier for Mlinois 
telephone and gas and electric 
customers to pay for utility ° 
service, Marvin Lieberman, 
chairman of ‘the: commission, 
said Friday. 

The order revised com- 
mission regulations for utility 
companies’ handling of such 
matters as requirements for 
establishing credit, the discount 


period for paying bills, service _ 


cut-off and related activities. 

The order, originally set forth 
June 26, 1974,-was appealed in 
Sangamon County Circuit Court 
by the Illinois Telephone 
Association and remanded to 
the commission for further 
findings of fact which the court 
held were not set out in the 
order as required by the Public 
Utility Act. 

The revised order contains 
the findings of fact required by 
the court and reaffirms the 
original order in virtually all of- 
its provisions. 

One exception is the amount 
of time allowed for non- 
residential customers to pay 
their bills and take advantage of 
the discount. 

The original order required 
companies to give all 
customers, residential and non- 
residential alike, 21 days for the 
discount period. 

The 21-day period is retained 
for residential customers but 
the time is reduced to 14 days 
for business _ telephone 
customers and to 10 days for 
business customers of all other 
utilities. 

The new order will go into 
effect Dec. 1

“But when the same wreck is 
only worth $5 at the yard, as it 
was two years ago, it may 
require a bounty, as some

‘Witches Watch’ set 
to deter pranksters’ 


As an added deterrent against 
Halloween pranksters, the 
ALERT Club, a group 
associated with the Granite City 
Civil Defense organization, will 
work closely Halloween night 
with area police departments, it 
was reported today. 

The ALERT (Affiliated 
League of Emergency Radio 
Teams) group consists of 
Citizen Band radio operators. 

Jess Ledart, team president, 
said members have agreed to 
patrol and observe certain 
areas of the community in a 
concentrated effort to prevent 
vandalism caused by 
pranksters bent on more serious 
forms of mischief than the usual 
trick or treaters.

ygo dry most summers, killing 
most fish and game. 

“Treated effluent’ from the 
Granite City Steel facility has 
helped Horseshoe Lake sustain 
a constant water level since 1965 
that supports an assorted fish 
population and other wildlife, 
including hundreds of 
migratory water fowl that 
winter on the lake. 

“Fish kills prevalent in the 
past have not been experienced. 
Indeed, the area has been 
provided with a pleasant body 
of water with many uses,” Love 
contended. 

Charles Hudgins, public 
relations officer of the 
Migratory Waterfowl Hunters, 
Inc., of Godfrey, who spoke 
before the Granite City Steel 
officials, had contended, 
“There are less waterfowl using 
this lake than there were a few 
years ago.” He said he had 
observed only about one-third 
the number he observed seven 
or, eight years ago. 

‘Horseshoe Lake is a prime 
resting and feeding area on an 
historic waterfowl route. We 
are afraid the lake may poison 
and kill them on their way to 
their nesting places,’’ he 
testified 

He contended all acquatic life 
in the lake has been killed and 
that ducks face starvation if 
they are not poisoned. 

Thomas R. Evans, resources 
planner for the state Depart- 
ment of Conservation, told the 
hearing officers the state plans 
to make a state park out of the 
lake and stated, “‘we are con- 
cerned about the quality of the 
water in the future.”’ 

Evans said his department 
now is preparing’ a* master 
management plan for the new 
park which requires projections 
on. the future quality of the 
water and on the water level 

Charley Marbut,’ district 
fishery biologist for the 
Department of Conservation 
Division of Fisheries, told the 
hearing of a declining fish 
population and declining, con- 
dition of the fish now being 
caught in the lake. 

“The fish appear not to be 
getting endugh to eat,” he 
contended. He said, “‘Nearly no 
food animals were found,” by 
the Department of Conservation 
and while a wide spectrum of 


types of food animals for fish 


should have been found, ‘“‘only 
two species were found and 
those in small quantity.” 

Marbus said his department 
is having a chemist test the lake 
to determine if the level of ef- 
fluent is killing the animals the 
fish use for food. 

Fish of several species. also 
are to be killed and tested for 
traces of heavy metals in their 
systems. 

Hearing officers were Henry 
R. Balikov, an attorney with 
the U. S. EPA, Region 5, head- 
quartered in Chicago, and 
Henry J. Handsel, attorney for 
the Illinois EPA, arom 
Springfield. 

They explained the testimony 
heard will be transcribed and 
considered by the EPA along 
with the Granite City Steel 
request that the tentative 
permit be modified. 

If a permit is issued, it will be 
effective through June 30, 1977. 
A new set of criteria then must 
be met through June 30, 1979 in

Tips for Yule 


Noting that the Christmas 
season already has arrived so 
far as postal workers are 
concerned, postmasters of the 
Quad-City area—Herbert Backs 
of Granite City, William Clinton 
of Madison and Charles Sim- 
mons of Venice—offered this 
week tips for proper packaging 
of parcels for Christmas 
mailing. 

Their suggestions included: 

A single item in a package 
should be cushioned with 
shrédded paper, excelsior, 
compressed tissue paper, cloth, 
or expanded plastic foam. 

It two or more items are 
mailed in the same carton or 
box, cushioning material should 
protect all items from contact 
with each other, and each item 
should have its own individual 
wrapper. 

Cardboard containers, in- 
cluding large soap, cereal 
boxes, etc., larger than the gift 
being mailed should be’ cut 
down to about the size of the gift 
to minimize shaking and 
breaking in transit. 

Fragile articles must be in- 
dividually cushioned, and all 
four sides of the container 
should be padded with 
cushioning material. 

Tape used to seal containers 
should be durable and should 
cover or firmly secure all flaps. 

Paper for the outer wrapping 
should be at least equal in

Be sure to put the return 
address on the package. 

Address the package 
correctly and legibly. Be sure 
to include the zip code. (Call the 
local post office if you don’t 
know the zip code.) Mail with 
the proper zip code is processed 
more rapidly. 

And be sure to put only one 
address on the outside of the 
parcel. Do not address on more 
than one side, the postmasters 
concluded:

. Yes’ vote suggested on changing sanitary district 


The campaign to pass the 
Nov. 5 levee district referen- 
dum perhaps is being oversold 
by some of its advocates, but on 
“Yes” vote seems 
advisable. 

What the proposal won't do 
takes almost as long to analyze 
as what it will do. 

For example, it won’t bring 
about an immediate cessation 


* of the East Side Levee and 


Sanitary District, even if voters 


+ in the Quad-Cities and western 


St. Clair County jointly decide 
to create a ‘‘Metro-East 
Sanitary District.’’ The ef- 
fective date would be 1976—a 
full two years from now. 

It also won't alter the present 
situation in which Quad-City 
property owners pay a vast 
amount of taxes that are spent 
mostly south of the Madison-St. 
Clair Counties line. Nor will 
there be any instant alleviation 
of serious deficiencies in 
sanitary and stormwater 
drainage. 

What it will do is end elections 
in which local residents have 
chosen two trystees for four- 
year terms and the East St. 
Louis-Cahokia-Centreville area 
has elected three trustees. This 
five-man governing board has 
been in direct charge of levee 
district services, and the local 
community never has been able 
to achieve effective control of 


what was'to be done and how. 

Over the years dating back to 
shortly after the turn. of the 
century, there has been ex- 
tensive abuse. of taxpayers. At 
various .times, payrolls have 
been padded with non-working 
employes and funds have been 
misused outrageously when 
purehases were made and 
contracts awarded. 


Madison County as well as St. 
+Clair County men have been at 
fault on occasion, but the. fact 
remains that the Quad-Cities 
never has had a chance to 
directly elect a board majority 
that it could encourage to act 
responsibly. 


This ‘“ynholy marriage” of 
differing, distant communities 
and the 2-3 board disadvantage 
will continue if the new district 
is created, but the two County 
Board chairmen will pick the 
sanitary district board mem- 
bers. Those making the ap- 
pointments would be Nelson 
Hagnauer, who is chosen by his 
fellow Madison County Board 
members, and the winner of the 
Nov. 5 St. Clair board chairman 
election, Victor Canty or Frank 
Lakatos, At least two of the five 
appointees would have to be 
Republicans although the 
Democratic party is dominant 


in this region. 

Powers of the trustees would 
be reduced somewhat. They 
would have to pick a registered 
professional engineer with at 
least 10 years’ experience to 
administer the district on a day- 
to-day basis. 

Present trustees like William 
Ebersoldt, Venice mayor, a 
particularly conscientious 
official, and Jack Scoville, levee 
president, are critical of the 
referendum and we sympathize 
with them to a considerable 
degree. It is true that much 
progress has been made lately 
in, cutting out waste and in 
improving services. 

Nevertheless, the levee 
district image remains so 
tarnished and the long per- 
formance record so 
discouraging that we are 
persuaded by the view of State 
Rep. Monroe Flinn, the election 
sponsor, that a change could 
hardly be for the worse and 
might be for the better. 

The two-year transition 
period following an affirmative 
public vote would be awkward 
but maybe not an unsolvable 
problem. 

It would be important, too, not 
to let levee politics be injected 
into unrelated but equally 
important county governmental 
deliberations. in the coming 
years.

Doubt government should compete with nursing homes 


Madison County will issue 
bonds to construct a new jail; 
the period in which to file 
petitions seeking an election on 
that subject has passed. 
Whether the county government 
also will float a bond issue to 
expand its present nursing 
home will be decided by voters 
in marking a paper ballot’at the 
Nov. 5 general election. 


There appears to be no doubt 
that. expanded nursing home 
facilities would be utilized by 


“the public. Voters’ reaction to 


the financing request will in 
part reflect their attitude 
toward property tax trends, and 


| also their opinion of whether a 


governmental agency should be 


} providing extended care for the 
} aged. 
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Members of the Madison 
County Board have indicated 
their uncertainty as to how the 
public feels about the matter. 

They gave strong support to 
last week’s resolution related to 
the bong election, and William 
Webb of the Health Institutions 
Committee commented that 
“we enthusiastically support its 
adoption."” But the board 
members also have made sure 
that voters were given the 
major voice in the decision. 

The existing county nursing 
home at Edwardsville, for- 
merly the county tuberculosis 
sanatorium, has a capacity of 96 
patients. 

Administrator Floyd Fisher 


reports it “is filled up all the 
time” and there is a long 
waiting list of persons wishing 
to be admitted. He estimates 
that the waiting list at present 
totals 100. 

An obvious argument against 
passage of the referendum 
would be that government ought 
not to do what can be provided 
in other ways. There are a 
number of privately-owned 
nursing homes in this region, 
including The Colonnades and 
Colonial Haven in Granite City. 
‘They are large and modern and 
are regarded as able to serve 
the diverse needs of their 
patients. 

Fisher counters this by 
asserting that the cost to 
patients in a _ taxpayer- 
supported nursing home is 
cheaper than at homes operated 
through private enterprise. He 
says the current monthly 
charge of $449 includes 
everything but medicine and 
charges by physicians 

A general obligation bond 
issue of $1,700,000 is proposed. 
Officials estimate the added tax 
rate would be 1.87 cents for each 
$100 of assessed valuation, or 
$1.87 a year on $10,000 of 
assessment. The funds would 
cover construction, furnishings, 
contingencies and the fees of 
architects and bonding at- 
torneys. 

The resolution adopted Oct. 23 
calls for the bonds and interest 
to be paid in 15 annual in- 


stallments from Dec. 1, 1975, 
through Dec. 1, 1989. Related 
levies would be for the 1974 
through 1988 tax years, with 
collection in 1975 through 1989. 
At seven per cent interest, the 
cost beyond the $1,700,000 
principal would be $1,143,100. 

Few details have been made 
available, but Fisher says the 
addition to the nursing home 
would be three stories tall and 
U-shaped. 

The plight of those needing 
nursing home services and 
lacking the funds to pay for 
them is real. It will be im- 
portant that their requirements 
be met in some fashion 


While the proliferation of 
county government buildings at 
Edwardsville, the county seat, 
is highly logical, most of the 
structures relate directly to the 
varied governmental services 
mandated by law. 

A question could be raised as 
to whether the present nursing 
home site is located con- 
veniently enough to the bulk of 
the county population—in ad- 
dition to the key question of 
whether Madison County 
government should be, in a 
sense, competing with private 
nursing homes. 

Perhaps the compassionate 
aspects dictate otherwise, but 
we would be inclined to vote 
“No” on expanding the nursing 
home until the need can be more 
fully documented and studied.

Amendment urged to limit altering of legislation 


As outlined in an article 
elsewhere on this page, a strong 
ease can be made for voter 
approval Nov. 5 of an amend- 
ment to the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution. 


The present veto procedure in 
Section 9, Paragraph (e) of 
Article TV relates that ‘the 
governor may return a bill 
together with specific recom- 
mendations for change to the 
house in which it originated. 
‘The bill shall be considered in 
the same manner as a vetoed 
bill, byt the specific. recom- 
thendations may be accepted by 
@ record vote of a majority of 
the members elected to each 


hoyse. 

“Such bill shall be presented 
again to the governor and if he 
certifies that such acceptance 
conforms to his specific 
recommendations, the bill shal] 
pecome law. If he does not so 
certify, he shall return it as a 
vetoed bill to the house in which 
it originated.”” 

The proposed amendment 
calls for the return of a bill with 

ndation ‘‘for 


the correction of technical 


v 


errors or matters of form.” The 
other provisions would remain 
the same. 

While the alteration is slight, 
its impact would be con- 
siderable. 

Instead of taking over 
legislation functions “by ex- 
tensively revising bills sub- 
mitted to him, a chief executive 
would be limited to the original 
intent of the constitution 
drafters—clarify © technical 
inaccuracies that had slipped 
through as senators and 
representatives fought time and 
fatigue in the closing days’ of 
Assembly sessions. 

Arguments against the 
amendment call for 
“flexibility” and “a legitimate 
role .in legislation’? for the 
governor. Sych contentions— 
favoring the status that has 
existed for the past several 
years—ignore the many 
reasons for separation and 
balance between the executive 
and legislative branches. 

Gov. Walker has assigned his 
top aide, Victor. DeGrazia, to 
campaign against the amend- 
ment but it is not really an at- 
tack upon Mr. Walker. The 


same need to limit the degree of 
gubernatorial amending ap- 
plied to former Gov. Ogilvie and 
also relates to future governors, 
some of whom, may share 
neither the Walker nor Ogilvie 
philosophies. 

Words, phrases and figures 
should be corrected, in many 
instances, and the Nov. 5 
amendment leaves this power 
intact. 


But bills should not be 
rewritten by a stroke of a pen, 
based only on the governor's 
opinion or on background data 
Pere by his assistants. 

The broad interpretation of 
amendatory veto power has 
nullified the impact of the 
legislative process and often 
disregarded the — detailed 
testimony of advocates and 
opponents at lengthy hearings. 
Are such hearings to be ren- 
dered meaningless? 

Sweeping lawmaking power 
must not be vested in a single 
office, particularly the office 
direct responsible for im- 
plementing new laws. We urge a 
“yes” vote for the ao” 
which is ona blue jt. 


Democratic legislature forecast

Gov. Dan Walker. hopes 
Tilincis and the Agriculture 
Department can. resolve their 
dispute over the state’s liberal 
“bonus” food: stamp operation, 
but he is prepared to defend it in

During a wide-ranging 
liscussion with reporters at a 
Kennedy Center luncheon in 
Washington, the governor also 
said increased outflow of Lake 
Michigan into the Illinois 
waterway is too “complex” for 
hasty action, his investigators 
are concentrating now on Cook 
County in the Medicaid scandal, 
and Democrats will win both 
houses of the Illinois legislature 
next month. 

Walker was in the U.S. capital 
to discuss campaign financing 
on the ‘National Town 
Meeting” with Sen. James B. 
Allen, D-Ala. 

The town meeting series is 
broadcast nationally over 
public television and radio. 

“I'm glad the new federal 
campaign spending reform bill 
will become law,"’ he said on the 
program 

“But those who believe that 


one legislation will tell them 
what is honest in campaij 

and what is ethical in Drreraine 
are already lost. Honesty is the 
key.” 

Walker was selected for the 
peegrans esse of his 
executive directives requirii 
full financial disclosure for all 
local and state offices. 

Allen, although he supported 
disclosure and limited ex- 
penditures in the bill which has 
just been enacted, opposes 
public financing of campaigns. 

He believes it denies ‘‘free 
expression” in that a taxpayer’s 
money could be used to support 
a candidate he violently op- 


“Taxpayer financing is net in 
the public interest,” Allen said, 
adding that he is for campaign 
reform, but “strongly oppased 
to this raid on the federal 
treasury.” 

After his appearance in the 
Eisenhower Theater, Walker 
was asked what he proposes to 
do about the Agriculture 
Department's warning that 
Illinois may be sued for 
recovery of the value of bonus 
coupons exceeding federal 
standard calculations. Illinois 
has been the only state in non- 
compliance with the federal 


food stamp formula. 

Walker said compliance 
would force the-state to’ ‘cut 
back to needy people when food 
costs are rising.”” 

He said he a not too 
drastic ‘scompromise can’ be 
reached, but if the Agriculture 
Department “‘takes an ar- 
bitrary” position, Illinois can 
ask for court intervention. 

“They'll have to take me into 
court to cut off $40 million in 
stamps to needy people,” 
Walker said, noting that he was 
estimating the stamp value. An 
aide said later about $1.5 million 
a month is probably involved. 

Walker said he‘was unaware 
that State Sen. Robert W. 
Mitchler and John H, Kleine, 
chief officials of the Mlinois 
Water pollution and Water 
Resources Control Commission, 
plan to ask the General 
Assembly for funds for Atty, 
Gen. William Scott to study the 
feasibility of reopening the 
Supreme Court Decision which 
limits the flow of Lake Michigan 
into the Illinois waterway. 

After testifying before a 
House subcommittee recently 
in support of bills to triple the 
lake’s outflow, Mitchler and 
Kleine said any coal-to-gas 
conversion project will require 
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He said he - will get? in- 
formation from “my own State 
agency” before deciding on 
whether to support a reopening 
of the Supreme Court case. He 
pointed out that legislation is 
still pending in Congress and 
“there is no need to decide 
today or next week. 
Walker ~said he has 
established a special unit within 
the Illinois Buregy of>,Iden- 
tification to investigate the 
Medicaid scandal, which the 
Senate Finance Committee is 
also probing at the request of 
Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-Ill. 
The Senate committee has 
sent in a team from the General 
Accounting Office, _ the 
Congressional ‘‘watchdog"’ 
agency. . 
“We are fully on top of that,” 
Walker said. “We have four 
teams in the Chicago area.”’ 
Gov Walker’s investigators 
are concentrating on Cook 
County, but the abuses of

Walker _ predicted. a 
Democratic’ victory in 
November to give his party 
control of both houses in the 
Tlinois legislature.

Party platform planks ‘recycled’ _ 


CHICAGO — Reading a 
party platform is like curling 
up for the evening with a used 
car warranty. 

It may tell you everything 
you want to know, but it lacks 
spice and is no guarantee the 
vehicle will perform as adver- 


Platform drafters carefully 
adhere to the unwritten rules 
that platforms be devoid of 
controversy and designed to 
appeal to virtually every pos- 
sible voting bloc. 

The documents drafted this 
year by the Dlinois Republi- 
can and Democratic parties 
are no exception. 

The 29-plank Democratic 
document and the 2¢plank 
GOP platform each contain 
sections aimed at veterans, 
laborers, farmers, educators, 
senior citizens, environmen- 
talists, taxpayers in general, 
and those concerned with edu- 
cation, energy, the election 
reform, campaign disclosure, 
transportation, consumer 
protection, mental health and 
health care services — a pot- 
pourri of virtually something 
for everybody of voting age. 

For those who have never 
waded through a platform, it 
should be explained they are 
lengthy statements outlining 
@ party’s philosophies and 
goals. 

They are drafted by com- 
mittees who carefully pick 
each word to create the right 
impression in the rare chance 
someone might actually read 
it. 

They are adopted at state 
party conventions by dele- 
gates (party workers) who 
don’t offer any questions, 
comments or dissent from the 
floor. They are approved on a 
quick unanimous voice vote. 


It’s doubtful many of those 
voting on the platforms have 
even read them. 

There is some brief mention 
of the platforms in news ac- 
counts of the conventions. 

Then they are forgotten. 

Illinois Republicans and 
Democrats took different ap- 
proaches to drafting their 
documents this year. 

The GOP Platform Com- 
mittee, one representative 
from each of 24 congressional 
districts, met behind closed 
doars to adopt 9 charter. It 
was adopted at the state con- 
vention here Aug. 14 by 1,000 
delegates on a quick voice 
without reading it to the dele- 
gates. Only 200 copies of the 
platform, or one for every five 
delegates, were in circulation. 

Democrats, wanting to 
make a show of the broadest 
Possible input, named 500 per- 
sons to their platform com- 
mittee, operating with a sub- 
committee of 168 persons — 
only nine less than in the en- 
tire Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

Platform hearings were 
held in Springfield and Chica- 
go, and the document was 
adopted Sept. 11 to the con- 
vention on an equally quick 
voice vote after portions of the 
document were read by com- 
mittee chairman Ray Simon, 
a Chicago attorney close to 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. 

The documents that 
emerged were similar in 
many respects. Both support 
further programs to develop 
energy sources, provide tax 
relief for senior citizens, in- 
crease flood tax relief for 
farmers, to protect the envi- 
ronment, and to insure per- 
sonal] safety and justice. 

In some respects, the only 


difference is in the wording. 

“We must eliminate ex- 
ploitation of the farmer by un- 
fair taxes,” states the GOP 
agricultural plank. 

The Democratic version 
reads: ‘We are conscious of 
the present tax burden borne 
by agriculture and will sup- 
port legislation that will pro- 
vide a more equitable tax 
structure."”” 

The Republican mental 
health plank supports the con- 
cept of community-based 
treatment but opposes trans- 
fer of patients to local pro- 
grams before those programs 
are properly staffed and 


Democrats also endorsed 
community programs and say 
that in the transition from in- 
stitution-based programs to 
community programs, ‘‘spe- 
cial attention must be given to 
assure that the patients needs 
are given priority.” 

Neither platform stirred 
any controversy. The only po- 
tentially controversial planks 
are in the Democratic plat- 
form in areas ignored by the 
Republicans. The Democrats 
endorsed the Equal Rights 
Amendment for women and 
urged Congress to ban posses- 
sion of handguns by anyone 
except law enforcement offi- 
cials. The latter is a popular 
stand in Cook County, but not 
Downstate. Any Democratic 
legislative ar congressiona) 
candidate running in southern 
Illinois is not likely to espouse 
that portion of his party’s 
platform. 

The Democratic platform 
generally is more detailed 
than the Republican version, 
but the Democrats failed to be 
specific in their No. 1 plank 
calling for ‘‘a healthy econo- 


my for all the people. 
“filinois Democrats call for 


ent ruinous Republican poli- 
cies which have produced 
tight expensive money and 
unemployment,” it says in the 
platform. 

“Dlincis Democrats insist 
on a policy of full employ- 
ment. Illinois Democrats de- 
mand an end to inflation 
through economic programs 
which do not penalize the 
working men and women. Tlli- 
nois Democrats urge that our 
ae Fesources be proper- 

utilized, 

What the “Tllinois Demo 
crats”’ do not say is specifical- 
ly how they would end infla- 
tion, bring about full employ- 
ment and properly yse nation- 
al-resources. 

But there are some very 
basic differences. 

The Republican platform on 
taxation ‘‘adqgmantly opposes 
any efforts to shift financial 
responsibility for state gov- 
ernment services to local 
communities and calls for im- 
mediate reform of tax assess- 
ment procedures. It also op- 
Poses a graduated state in- 
come tax and any effort to 
freeze the amount of money 
local governments receive 
under state revenue sharing 
(Gov. Daniel Walker had tried _ 
to hold them to the level of last 
year’s receipts).”” 

In the Democratic version, 
opposition is voiced to any 
new or increased state taxes. 
The Democrats favor increas- 
ing the homestead exemption 
for senior citizens and dis- 
abled veterans, exempting 
from property taxes the value 
of home improvements or in- 
creased value due to inflation, 
ending the sales tax on food, 


come homeowners and rent- 
ers, distributing federal 
grants rer to local gov- 
ernments, and repe: ot 
the constitutional 

that the ratio of corporate i 
come taxes to personal in- 
come taxes be 8 to 5 (the cur- 
rent rate is 4 per cent for cor- 
perations; 2% per cent for in- 
dividuals). 

Campaign reform is among 
other areas where they differ. 

The Republicans endorse 
existing laws requiring per- 
sonal and campaign dis- 
closures. and urge laws 
be ‘‘carefully modified ag to 
their effectiveness’ and im- 
proved if necessary. 
ines pee go beyond 

t to campaign 
contributions, urging the leg- 
islature to consider public’fi- 
nancing (from taxes) of cam- 
paigns, and asking Congress 

ss laws requiring radio 

television stations to set 
aside free time for discussions 
and debates by candidates for 
statewide offices. 

In the area of election law 
reform, Republicans ‘‘ex- 
press here our deep-seated 
and unbending support for re- 
form of our electoral system” 
but offer no specific steps. 

The Democrats suggest 
mandatory re-registration of 
all voters, uniform voter reg- 
istration and election laws 
statewide, requiring voting 
machines, creation of area 
voter registration centers 
prior to each general election,

Amendment would bar ‘legislating’ by governors 


(Following is a summary of 
the arguments in favor of a Nov. 
5 Illinois Constitutional 
amendment to revise the 
present veto procedure. 

(Section 9, Paragraph (e) of 
the 1970 Constitution would be 
altered to limit the degree to 
which a governor can change 
the wording of a bill submitted 
to him. by the General 
Assembly. The summary was 
issued by the office of Illinois 
Secretary of State Michael J 
Howlett.) 

The amendment would limit

the Governor's ‘amendatory 
veto” power to specific 
recommendations ‘‘for the 
correction of technical errors or 
matters of form.” 

The new Illinois Constitytion 
of 1970 gave the governor of 
Illinois broad and uprecedented 
veto powers. These new powers 
are more sweeping than the 
veto authority of the President, 
or the governor of any other 
state. 

The Constitution gives the 
governor several traditional 
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veto powers. This Constitutional 
amendment would not affect 
them. 

However, the 1970 Con- 
stitution also grants the 
governor the extraordinary 
power to exercise 
“amendatory veto.”” 

With this power, 9 governor 
may take a bill which has 
passed the House and the 
Senate, re-write it, and return it 
to the legislature for approval. 
Each house of the legislature 
then has 15 days to accept or

This _ constitutional amend- 
ment would retain the amen- 
datory veto, but restrict the 
governor’s authority in re- 
writing legislation to cérrec- 
tions of technical errors and 
matters of form. 

The present constitutional 
provision does not contain any 
limitations on the’ governor’s 
amendatory. veto power.’ The 
current provision has created 
the following problems: 

1) Nobody knows how far a 
governor can go in re-writing a 
bill which has passed the 
General Assembly. 

The Illinois Supreme Court 
has only indicated that the 
governor cannot totally re-write 
a bill. 

All bills ‘‘amendatorily 
vetoed” are now subject to 
court challenge. The last two 
governors have continyed to 
vastly re-write some bills even 
after the Supreme Coyrt 
decision. 

2) The unrestricted amen- 
datory veto power confuses the 
responsibilities of the 
legislative and  execytive 
branches of government. 

The present amendatory veto 
power makes the governor 
almost as _powerfu) in writing 
laws as the legislature. He is no 
longer a check on the legislative 
branch—he is a part of it. 

3) Most. of the amendatory 
vetoes of the last two governors 
were only technical changes. 
This constitutional amendment 
would still permit . that 
procedure, byt would limit the 
governor ‘to these non- 
controversial ‘‘cleanups’’ of 
bills. 2 


4) The “amendatory veto'y 
power discourages ce oe 
from participation in the 
public development of néw. 


laws. It is easier, and often 
more dramatic, for 4’ governor 
to re-write bills to suit his own 
tastes after the General 
Assembly has gone home. 

This leaves the legislature to 
“take it or leave it.” Only by an 
extraordinary . three-fifths 
majority of both houses can the 
legislature salvage its own 
legislation by over-riding the 
governor’s action. 

5) The Constitytion allows 
only 15 days for each hoyse of 
the legislature to consider and 
vote on the governor’s amend- 
ments. This barely permits the 
General Assembly time to 
evalyate broad, significant 
changes proposed by the 
governor. 

Most importantly, the op- 
portunity for the public to react 
and express its’ views to 
legislators becomes impossible 
in many instances. 

By restricting the governor’s 
amendatory. veto powers to 
corrections of technical errors 
and matters of form, the 
proposed amendment would 
restore the balatice of power 
between the legislative and 
executive branches. 

The governor would still 
possess his basic veto powers 
but if he wishes to change the 
content of legislation, he would 
have to express his views at a: 
time when the legislature and 
public can react.
